Senator Kennedy Visits N.E.C.C. 


On November 16, Senator 
Edward ‘“‘Ted’’ Kennedy visit- 
ed Northern Essex Community 
College. 

Senator Kennedy, speaking 
to an estimated 350 students 
crowded into the school audi- 
torium, proposed that every 
dollar being spent militarily in 


-. Viet Nam be matched in de- 


velopment of the rural South- 
east Asian nation. 

“As the late President Ken- 
nedy said, we must be concern- 
ed with the welfare of other 
people. If the United States is 
not concerned with them, no 
one else will be.” 

Senator Kennedy described the 
U. S. position in Viet Nam as 
“militarily sound’ and said 
there should be no hesitation in 
“moving ahead’’ with a pro- 
gram of civic action. | 

Massachusetts’ junior senator 
told the college students they 
must be as strong for democracy 


as the young Communists are 
for their beliefs. He said this 
was one of the things which 
was strongly evident in his re- 
cent vivsit to Viet Nam. 
Senator Kennedy was greet- 
ed by about 125 cheering and 
enthusiastic students in front of 
the school. Following a short 
meeting with Harold Bentley, 
college president, he addressed 
the students. President Bentley, 
in, introducing the Senator, de- 
scribed him as a man who had 
made many contributions to 
Massachusetts and the nation 
and who will contribute even 
more in the years to come. 
Kennedy said the United 
States is committed to the South 
Vietnam people and their right 
to choose their own govern- 
ment without ouside interven- 
tion. He told the students that 
the U.S. is not looking for a 
sphere of influence in Viet Nam, 
but it is America’s responsibii- 


ity to the Vietnamese in getting 

a government for its people. 
Kennedy, who is chairman of 

a refugee subcommittee of the 


Senate’s Judicial Committee, 
said that 800,000 Vietnamese 
refugees should be provided 


with education and other social 
services so they will be able to 
cope with their situation atter 
the war is over. 

After his speech, Senator Ken- 
nedy answered questions from 
the students. 

The Senator said he had great 
admiration for the state’s com- 
munity colleges. He said they 
are making a significant contri- 
bution to Massachusetts and its 
young people. 

Accompanying Kennedy were 
William J. Maguire, chairman 
of the Democratic. City Com- 
mittee and advisory board mem- 
ber of the college; Representa- 
tive Aaron Shinberg, and aides 
of the senator.

for the American puppets to 
plunder the country, inflict ter- 
ror on its population, use in- 
fants and old men as shields 
in combat, and bring about 
another South Viet Nam?

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Computer Technology 
At Northern Essex 


Northern Essex Community 
College has established a cur- 
riculum in Computer Technol- 
ogy. Equipment is to be install- 
ed in February, 1966. 5 

The requirements for admis- 
sion to this curriculum are high. 
They include among other 
things, a good background in 
mathematics, and an indicated 
high potential in logical reason- 
ing. 

This curriculum will require 
the completion of 70 credit 
hours, including 19 laboratory 
hours. The Associate in Science 
degree will be awarded upon 
graduation. 

The requirements of govern- 
ment and industry for persons 
with training in the program- 
ming and operation of electron- 
ic computers and data process- 


ing equipment have increased 
tremendously in the past few 
years. All indications are that 
there will be increases in the 
need for the employment of 
these personnel. 

Formal training in computer 
technology can provide the 
means of entry into this re- 
warding and challenging career. 
However, the chances of enter- 
ing the field of computers with- 
out the proper academic prep- 
aration are getting smaller and 
smaller, and the person who 
wants a career therein must de- 
cide on his program at the time 
he is able to enroll in the nec- 
essary college courses. 

Northern Essex is the only 
community college in Massa- 
chusetts to offer a curriculum in 
this area of study.

The American public today is 
much less knowledgeable about 
the Vietnam situation than 
most people think it is. This is 
true because the present Admir- 
istration and State Department 
have skillfully seen that the 
flow of official news about 
Vetnam is ‘‘doctored’’ so that 
the news which does finally ap- 
pear in print is favorable to the 
views of the Administration. 

Three examples of this man- 
agement of the news recently 
came to light. In August, 1964 
the government of North Viet- 
Nam sent an official commun- 


‘ication to Washington offering 


to negotiate a peace in Viet 
Name. Also in 1964 the Uni- 
ted States rejected a suggestion 
made by U Thant, the United 
Nations Secretary General, for 
a meeting with North Vietnam- 
ese representatives in Burma. 
In May, 1965, the United 
States turned down the idea of 
a North Vietnamese approach
